THE ASSASIN,. 
MORE “AVENGERS” ON THE LOOK-OUT. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribus. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., June 26.—The jail au- 
thorities were quite alarmed last night at 
the appeara..ce of some mysterious men about 
the jail who seemed anxious to locate the cell of 
Guiteau. They insisted upon being permitted 
to enter the jail to look at gallows and what 
they called the * fixings.” officers, of course, 
deciined permission, and, tinally, one of the men 
had to be excluded from the gate by force. The 
theory of the jail officers is that these men were 
endeavoring to locate Guiteau, in order that 
some action might be taken im the event that 
there should be a respit. But there will be no 
respit,and the avengers will not be compelled 

to take the law into their hands. 

JOHN GUITEAU 
seems to be very busy endeavoring to convince 
the newspapers that he has a lot of new evi- 
dence. An examination of it shows, however, 
that a good deal of the matter which he has 
been at the expense of printing in a large 
pamphiet bas already been published, and that 
those portions of it which bave never before 
been published are on a plane with the vast 
amount of matter published at thetrial. There 
is not a single line in all this new matter that 
would convince anybody that Guiteau is insave 
if the matter produeed on the trial could not. 
John Guiteau is very anxious to see the Presi- 
dent, to submit these docuntents and to make a 
speech to him, but itis well upderstood that the 
President will hold ho more audience on the 
subject of Guiteau, unless Reed, his counsel, 
or Dr. Hicks, the clergyman, shall desire to see 

bim. j 

REED 

does not intend to make any further appeal to 
the President, and recognizes that the case is 
hepeless. He says that everything has been 
done that the eounsei and friends can do, and 
that Guiteau is in the hands of the law. Reed. 
however, still persists in the igganity of Guiteau 
-an oviaion which the Rev. Dy. Hicks does not 
seein to share. According to some of the re- 
ports. the clergyman will do well to fortify him- 
self against being con vertäa as to 
certain portions of the Bible Which the assasin 
attacks, but the pastor generally considers his 
charge in a moraily healthful condition 
of mind, and has left with him 
such books as “The Blood of Jesus,” 
by the Rev. Robert Reed, and other Scripturai 
works.

THE UNEXPECTED ARRIVAL OF MRS. 8CO- 
VILLE, ; 
whois reported by ber husband at Chicago as 
lost.

Guiteau’s spiritual adviser, stated to a reporter 
this afternvon that his relations to the prisouer 
precluded his taking any further steps to inter- 
fere with the law in bis case. He says he does 
not consider Guiteau insane, but more of a re- 
lipious fanatic or monomaniac on the subject of 
religion, being a combination of an enthusiast, 
a religionist, and a fanatic.

DR. EDWARD SPITZKA, OF NEW YORK, 
the medical horse expert who so positively testi- 
fied for the defense that Guiteau was in- 
save, bas written a letter to the Judge 
of the Criminal Court, asking permis- 
sion to be present at the post-mortem, 
claiming that both sides should be represented, 
and, as be had testified unqualifiedly as to Gul- 
teau’s being insane, he thought he sbould be 
present at the autopsy in the interest of the de- 
fendant’s famfy and to satisfy bimself that bis 
theory was correct.

What prolits there were 
went to defray the expenses of his counsel.

THE SENATE. 
ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION TABLED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 26.—The members of 
the House had the mortification of seeing their 
resolution to adjourn July 10 tabled in the Sen- 
ate today, the evident feeling of the Senators 
being that the business is not at present in such 
shape that it is practicable even to consider the 
subject of adjournment. Mr. Beck insisted 
that, as the House had beld the appropriation 
bills for seven months, it is not just to ask the 
Senate to pass them in fourteen days, and he, 
for one, was not ready to consider adjourn- 
ment until ali the appropriation bills had 
been feceived from the House.

and quarrelsome. The overheated members are 
often rabid. But ot the fourteen principal ap- 
propriation bills only four bave become laws. 
I'wo of these bills are yet to be 
passed by the House, and six of them 
have not passed the Senate. The remainder of 
the bills are in various stages of progress. The 
untinished condition of the River and Harbor 
Appropriation bill is tne object of liveliest con- 
cern to COngressmen, as the Senate evidently 
proposes a general revision of that important 
work. The bill will be loaded down with costly 
amendments, some of which will be sure to 
create opposition in the House, and every delay 
puts the bill into jeopardy. It is believed that 
the committee bas agreed to add 
THE HENNEPIN CANAL BILL 

to this measure, which can hardly fait to result 
in extended and animated debate. Meanwhile 
the usual heat of a Washington summer is upou 
us. In the Senate Chamber today the thermom- 
eter stood at 66, and this with two large engines 
—one of ten-horse power and another of six- 
teen-borse power—pumping 50,000 cubic feet of 
fresh air into the chamber. There were also 
two fans drawing out the same amount of im- 
pure air. The chamber contains 269,000 cubic 
feet of fresh air. In addition to this ali the win- 
dows and doors in the lobbies and galleries lead- 
ing to the outside of the building were open, 
while in shady places outside the thermometer 
now daily reaches near 100.

“The sthmp tax on bank checks, drafts, orders, 
and voucbers,

bankers, udder Sec, 3,408 of the Revised Statutes 
of United States, as ameuded. 

“The tax on capital and deposits of Nanonal 
banks under Sec. 5.2liof said Revised Statutes, 
not including the taxes eu capital and deposits 
of said banks, bankers, and National bauks, for 
the six-mouths' period ending, in the case of Na- 
tional banks the soch day of June, 182. and in 
case of other banks und bankers oa the Jist day 
of May, 12. 

“The tax on matches, perfumery, medicinal 
preparations, and other articies, imposed by 
schedule A. following Sec. 4437 of the said Re- 
vised Statutes. 

“Sec. 2. That from and after the Ist of May,

A Fierce Fight in a Roman Catholic 
Parish in Wisconsin. 
Special Dispatch to The Citeaco Tribune. 

GALENA, III., June 26.—A church fight of con- 
siderable proportions is now being waged among 
the Catholics of Sinsinawa Mound Parish, Wis, 
in which the famous school of the Domincan 
Sisters, Santa Clara Academy, is located. The 
trouble, which bas found its way into the courts, 
and which has created intense excitement 
among the Catholics of Southern Wisconsin, 
grew out of a division of opinion among the 
members asto the practicability of building a 
new church on the old site, some of the number 
favoring ite erection on more advantageous 
ground. The contest for supremacy was waged 
lung and bitterly, and, as no compromise could 
ve effected, the party favoring the old site took 
preliminary steps to the erection of a 
new church by laying a foundation, etc., 
while the opposing faction commenced similar 
proceedings on land allexed to belong to the 
Archbishop of the diocese. The latter func- 
tionary issued his mandate ordering the work on 
his ground to cease, and, as no heed was given 
thereto, au injunction was obtained from the 
courts restraining the parties from proceeding 
further with the work. Further and more 
marked insubordination to the will of the Bisbop 
wus manifested by the recalcitrant party, who, 
on March 13 last, as is alleged, made an attack 
upon and demolished the old church, 1 off 
a larwe part of the fixtures, including the altar, 
with the sacred vessel, the ciborium, which wus 
thrown into an old field, where it now lies. The 
motion to dissolve the injunction restraining the 
said parties from building on the Bishop's 
ground was argued before Judge Cothren the 
other day at Dodgeville and decided iu the af- 
firmative, the defendants being held to be mere 
naked trespassers. The plaintiffs have given 
notice of appeal, and bave flied the necessary 
papers to continue the injunction till the Su- 
preme Court passes upon the polut decided. On 
Sunday a decided sensation was created in the 
Sinsinuwa Mound Church when the Rev. Father 
Jacobs, the priest in charge, read a letter from 
Archbishop Heiss excomwmunicating those nem- 
bers of the cougregation who took a band in the 
demolition of the old nouse of worship. The 
end is not yet.

A Seusational Case at Belleville, Il.— 
Romantic Mistory of the Victine. 
Sr. Lours, June . -A suicide of a much more 
than ordinary sensational character occurred at 
Bellevilie, III., this afternoon. A well-dressed 
and respectable-looking man registered at 
the Hotel Tiemann as A. Kully, &. Louis, 
and was assigned to a room in the 
third story. This afternoon the conduct 
of the man excited suspicion that all was not 
right with bim, and Mr. Tiemann, the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, went to his room to see him, 
but found the door barricaded with furniture, 
and the man resused peremptorily to let him 
enter.

be picked up he was dead. The door of his room 
was then forced open and the wash-bow! found 
partly filled with blood and a razor lying om the 
wasbstand. The body of the man was then 
examined and dis left wrist found to be 
cut in ten places, indicating that he 
had attempied suicide by bleeding to death. A 
note was found written on one of his shirt cuffs 
addressed to a member of the editoriai staff of 
the Belleville Zeitung. and this gentleman recog- 
nized the body as that of A. Gossman, a German 
about 40 years old, who, until a few 
days ago, was nnn, in the Sup- 
pizer flour-mil at iebland, Ey 
romantic story is connected with the man, which 
runs as follows: Some years ago he was an olfi- 
cer inthe German army, and teil violently in 
love with the Countess Buchan, au actress with 
a husband. The attachment was reciprocated, 
and after a while the couple ran away and 
eume to St. Louis, where they remained 
some time. Gossman then went to Highland 
and taugbt music, the Countess remaining in 
thie city. At a later period the busband of the 
Countess Came here, and, ing now rich, in- 
duced ber to discard Gossman and live with him 
again. This so upset Gossman that he sank in- 
toa state of deep despondency, and finally de- 

termined on suicide. 


A Lady Cuts Her Throat with a Razor.

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 26.—The near approach 

of the day for the Republican State Convention 
‘was clearly indicated by the appearance this 
even g of the Leland Hotel corridors, which 
were thronged with local and visiting politi- 
cians. Very few of the delegates have yet ar- 
rived, but a good number of them will put in 
an appearance tomorrow, and the miusie will 
begin in earnest. Among the more notable pol- 
iticlans already here are Dan Shepard, D. D. 
Parry, candidate for Treasurer; Jobu T. Long 
of Quincy, and Heury Higgins of Jacksonville, 
dark borses in the race for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Thomas8. Ridgway, Robert 
Bell of Mt. Carmi, Col. Jonathan Merriam, Col. 
A. C. Matthews, Railroad-Commissioner Kobin- 
son, Senator Jobn R. Tanner, the Hon. N. W. 
Branson of Petersburg, Representative Mervis 
of Hardin, A. C. Sweetzer of Bloomington, and 
O. 8. Cook of Chicago. It has been generally 
supposed that the convention would be a short 
one and would probably couclude its labor in 
good season Wednesday afternool; but the fact 
that there will be at least two contested delega- 
tions—those from Alexander and Hancock 
Counties—both of which are the result 
of hotly-contested Congressional fights, and 
the decision of which will indirectly affect 
the chances of the rival Congressional candi- 
dates in those districts, make it probable that 
the convention will not get through its work 80 
smoothly and easily as has been anticipated. 
The conventions held within the last few days 
seem to have made Gem Smith's nomination for 
Treasurer more and more of a certainty, but 
leave the nomination for State Superintendent 
still very much in doubt. By tomorrow night, 
however, it may be possible to form au opinion 
as to the outcome of tiie contest for this 
office. It was tearned tonight that a 
movement bas been set on foot to push 
the Hon. Thomas S. Ridgeway. of Shawneetown, 
a former State Treasyrer, for the Chairmansbip 
of the State Contral Committee. Mr. Ridgeway, 
on being interviewed on the subject, declared 
very positively that he was not a candidate for 
any olfice or pulitical position, saying Wat, since 
the death of his partner, be bad been compelied 
to devote his entire attention to bis different 
business interests, and could not afford to dip 
into politics except asa private in the ranks. 
He admitted, however, that be had received 
letters from Chicago ureing bim to come 
out for the Chairmanship, but did not 
know what the movement amounted to. Gen- 
tiemen who arrived bere tonigbt from Carthage, 
where the Hancock County Convention was 
beid today, state that Maj. MocCiaughrey bad a 
clear majority of the convention, and the Marsh 
men, after trying to break it up, bolted and held 
a conveution of their oon, so that two sets of 
delegates will come here to the convention from 
that county.

A Convention of the People of Dakota 
—They Wantthe New State Brought 
in Under Proper Guarantees, 

Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

YANKTON, June 24.—There assembled at Can- 
ton, D. T., ou Wednesday of this week, repre- 
sentatives of a body of people known as the 
Citizens’ Constitutional Association, and the 
delegates who went from here returned yester- 
day brim full of enthusiasm at the result of the 
meeting. They had an attendance of about 600. 
of whom 193 were delegates, and the extreme 
southeast corner of the Territory was very gen- 
erally represented. The movement was quietly 
Started last winter at the time the division and 
admission agitation began, and the object was 
tosee that the ushering in of the new State was 
properly done. It was the design that the peo- 
ple should interest themseivesin the questions 
growing out of admission to Statehood, and that 
the professional politicians and wire-pullers 
sbould be reiegwated to a back seat. To this end 
the couveuuon was called, and the main work 
done was to tormulate issues on certain im- 
portant matters upon which to go before the 
people on the election of delegates to the Con- 
stitutional Conuvendon. 

The most important of these questions were 
the following: 

J. Rigid protection of school lands and school 
funds. The number of acres of public lands 
reserved by the General Government for the 
schools of the future State will foot upto nearly 
6,000,000 for the whole Territory. Delegate Pet- 
tizrew's bill for admission provides that the 
minimum price at which the lands should be 
sold should be $2.50. Gov. Ordway suggested to 
the committee that the lowest price should be at 
least $5, After a good deal of discussion it was 
resolved at this meeting that Congress should 
be asked to make $10 the minimum price per 
ucre, and that the land be sold on part credit, 
when desirabie. in this way it would be kept 
out of the bands of 1 and be bought 
in small lots by actual settiers. 

2. Careful limitation of the rate of taxation. 

3. Limitation of power to incur State, couuty, 
or Municipal indebtedness. 


4. Prohibitory liquor clause. This .question 


Fcaused a good desi of discussion, but the oppo- 


sition to it was sligit. 

5. Memorial to Congress to increase the mem- 
bership of the Constitutional Couveuuon from 
120 to 00. 

6. That a State League be formed with an Exec- 
utive Committee, and also chat there be organ- 
townsbip, city, and settlement 
leagues. The leagues are to be: organized for 
the families of the citizens joining them. In 
this way the infivence of the family will be 
felt. From the expressions at the convention 
it is Safe to infer that these local associations 
will be formed very generally throughout the 
limits of the new State. 

There were a number of German and Scandi- 
navian delegates present, aud it would seem 
that this movement carries with it the elements 
of popularity and success. Dakota bas been so 
thinly settled that the masses of the people 
bave bad no voice in the political management 
save to vote on election-day. The people, 
through these local organisations, now propose 
to tuke the matter into their own bands. Of 
course Whevever the mass of the people inter- 
est themselves in a question and exercise com- 
mon sense in their Work they will have matters 
just about as they want them, and this is a hope- 
ful signa for the future; for ail that is bad in 
Dakota politics, all that bas given the Territory 
a bad name abroad, has come through the man- 
ageipent or misipanagement of a few unscrupu- 
lous meu who worked exclusively ior their owa 
interest.

Jersey City today rendered the movement of 
freight on this side of the river still more dila- 
tory and vexatious.

when there were such limited facilities there for 
transmitting it. There was less excitement on 
the railroad companies’ piers in New York than 
on Saturday, for the reason no doubt that the 
main interest of the strike for the time being 
is centered in Jersey City. Quite a 
large number of the _ strikers crossed 
North River from this city during the day, and 
remained in New Jersey over night. There was 
a notable absence of the long lines of loaded 
freight trucks that blockaded West street and 
several of the streets which cross that thorough- 
fare last Saturday.

PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR OF NEW

As a general 
rule the strike bas hardly made its influence 
felt yet out here except in one or two lines of 
business. This is partly because it has only been 
in full operation a week or so, while shipping- 
time on freight from New York is nedrly ten 
days. 

Mr. Oliver, with Gage Bros. & Co., wholesale 
millinery, said that firm had not been much 
botheréd, because just now they were not get- 
ting much stock from the East. He believed 
the strike would cause a good deal of trouble to 
Western merchants, and he thought the latter 
would not.grudge a little extra freight-rates 80 
that the railroads could give the men the small 
increase demanded. Prices of food and cloth- 
ing nad greatly advauced, and there was no 
hesitation on the part of capitalists to raise 
rents. He thought it a pity that employers 
should require to be driven before they would 
acknowledge a truth. 

MR. KOHN, CF KOHN BROS, 
wholesale woolens, said the strike was a perfect 
nuisance to them. They bad had goods lying in 
New York since the 16th inst., and did not know 
when they would get them. It was true that 
shipments were comparatively light just at this 
time, but where goods were absolutely needed 
shipments had to be made by express at a cost 
of about four times the regular freight- 
rates. These had low for 

months past, and the 
railroads had fostered the and 
would do so until after July 1, when tne new and 
greatly advanced rates would come into force. 
His firm had a contract for first-class freight at 
WwW cents r 100 from New York, and one with 
the Grand Trunk ad at 20 cents. These rates 
would searcely pay for the handling.

they had not yet been inconvenienced by the 
strike. He believed it was a put-up job to stave 
off shipments until after July 1, as there would 
undoubtedly have been a great rush to yet 
freight through at the old gutes. Fourth-class 
freight bas been brought from New York at 
from 12 to W cuts per 100, and will probabiy be 
23 to 30 cents next month, while Orst-ciass rates, 
all rail, will then be 75 cents.

Mr. Scannell, 
defendant in the test case, admits that all the 
drinkables sold by him under the name Apolli- 
naris are manufactured. Indeed, this is stated in 
German on the label. He claims, however, that 
there are no genuine Apoilinaris waters bottied 
and sold by anybody. The goods of the London 
company, he avers, are as mucbd artificial prod- 
ucts as his own and those of all other American 
manufacturers. It is intimated that there is not 
enough water in the spring to fill the bottles of 
the London company, and that a supply is ob- 
tained from the river Rhine. He that it 
is afterward charged with carbonic acid gas and 
compounded with solatabie minerals. Thus 
reudered an artificial product it should de sub- 
ject to duty, whereas it has been admitted free 
as a natural product. On this score the 
defendant claims that the London compuny 
bas detrauded the Government of $2,000,000.

THE LATEST ATTACK ON SILVER. 

The monometaliists, or, more properly 
speaking, the goldites, give up the ghost ver? 
unwillingly. They thought that the “craze”’ 
for silver had died away sufficiently during 
the last four years to warrant them while 
having their banking charters renewed to 
strike another blow at the silver dollar. 
They tried it; Senator Sherman as their or- 
gan wade the assault, repeated his old fa- 
miliar attack upon the 85-cent dollar, and 
generally rebuked all the statesmen who had 
discarded his monetary policy. The only 
effect that this renewal of the war on silver 
had wasto have some restraint placed on 
the present banking discriminations against 
silver. Llow bitterly these anti-silver peo- 
ple feel inay be seen from the following 
paragraph from the New York Times, 
a paragraph, by the way, which is substan- 
tially and even more elaborately repeated by 
various of the Wall-street organs: 


Business-men may not follow very closely 
the debates of the United States Senate, but 
when they find such a display of puerility and 
ignorance in discussing questions of so much 
importance to them as those involved in the 
Bank-Charter bill they may be pardoned for 
having a very low estimate of the average in- 
telligenée of that august body. When twaddile 
about the popular demand that silver should be 
put “onan equality with gold is nut only pa- 
tiently listened ® in the Senate, but is accepted 
by a majority of Senators as conveying a pro- 
tound truth worthy of legislative = n 
one is tempted to ask what 
educauon is thought sufficient 
a wan for occupying a seat 
Upper House of Congress. If it were a question 
of equalizing the value of a bushel of corn and 
a bushel of wheat the Western members of the 
Senate would be able to see the absurdity of 
tixing, by act of Congress, u correlation which 
neither tbe laws of Nature vor the necegsitics 
of man will admit of. But mea who would be 
incapable of talking nonsense about the more 
familiar products of the soil lose thelr heads 

hen the relative value of the precious metals 
under discussion, and will argue as glibly 
about the necessity of making 7 cents in siiver 
a Cempuisory legul-tender and an essential ele- 
meht of bank reserves as if there were no such 
thing as a law of supply and demand in anything 
but the agricultural and mechanical! products of 
the country, 


That is an expression of baffled vindictive- 
ness. The war upon silver was very intense 
four years ago, when it was proposed to re- 
peal the demonetization act which had 
been passed without the general knowl- 
edge of the country. The silver dollar was 
not demonetized because it was an 85-cent”’ 
doliar, because when it was demonetized it 
was worth 104in gold, and had been worth 
that sum in gold coin for several generations. 
In fact, the silver dollar was so much greater 
in value as bulliom than gold coin that the 
owners of silver purchased gold bullion 
with it and had the inferior and 
cheaper gold coined into money. During 
all these years the gold eagle was worth 
about $9.60 in silver dollars, and the sliver 
dollar was the standard dollar of the United 
States, as it had been from 1798. The quan- 
tity of silver ia the American dollar was es- 
tablished in 1798, and has remained un- 
changed from that day to this. The Amer- 
ican dollar was established as so many grains 
of silver, and this without reference to the 
value of silver or gold as bullion. ‘There was 
no such coin known as a gold dollar fer half 
acentury after the American coinage system 
was established, and when its eoinage was au- 
thorized by law its bullion value was from 3 


a 


to 4 per cent less than that of the silver dol- 


lar. During the many years that our gold 
coin was of less bullion value than the silver 
dollar the United States unhesitatingly coined 
and issued as a legal-tender gold coin several 
per cent less in value than the silver dollar, 
and, according to the lingo of the monomet- 
allists of Wall street, issued a bogus 9%5- 
cent dollar, trying by law to make it of the 
same legal value as the honest old and orig- 
mal standard silver dollar of the country. 
The law of the United States provides that 
any person having silver dollars can deposit 
them in the Treasury and receive certificates 
therefor, redeemable in coin on presentation, 
There are $70,000,000 of these certificates in 
circulation, they passing in general use as 
freely as greenbacks or bank-notes, As fast 
as the dollars are received from the mint 
they take their place in the Treasury and 
the-certificates become part of the general 
currency of the country. In New York and 
elsewhere under the shadow of Wall street 
there has been a studied effort to depreciate 
these certificates, and they have been refused 
by the clearing-house in that city in the 
settlement of balances between the 
banks. With the country generally 
the silver certificates, being redeem” 
able on demand in the constitutional 
metallic money of the country, are esteemed 
as of greater value than the notes of the Na. 


tional banks, and as the quantity of these 


silver certificates increases the popular esti- 
mate of the necessity for any bank-nates de- 
creases. The issue made in the Senate re- 
eently as between what Mr. John Sherman 
styled the 85-cent silver dollars and the Na- 
tional banks shows how indifferent is the 
general public as to whether the banks sink 
orswim, when compared with the mainte- 
nanee of the silver dollars and the malnte- 
nance of the currency redeemable in them. 
The people were not deceived by the evil 
predictions made four yéars ago asto the 
effect oi remonetizing the silver dollar. 
In all these predictions the New York 
banks, and Mr. Sherman, and the organs 
united. In fact the most confidently-pre- 
dicted evil was, that were silver remonetized 
every dollar of gold would leave the country 
never to return; that National credit would 
sink so low that no man wouid purchase a 
National bond, and the American people 
would be so universally rated asa nation of 
swindiers that trade and traffic with this 
country would be avoided by mankind. 
What has become of these predictions uttered 
by people claiming to be experts in monetary 
matters? The fact is that ho other country 
in the world has a more satisfactory mone 
tary system, The silver currency is a per- 
manent protection against a suspension of 
Specie payments and against a depreciated 
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currency. With a National currency redeem- 
able on demand in metallic money there can 
be no panic resulting from fluctuations in the 
value of the currency, and no sudden or 
violent flactuations in the values of other 
forms of property occasioned by the scarcity 
ot coin. | | 

THE GARFIELD FUNERAL EXPENS 

Judge Taylor, of Ohio, the successor of 
Gen. Garfield in the House of Representa- 
tives, was appropriately made Chairman, of 
the committee appointed to audit the ex- 
penses of the President’s last illness and 
burial Vile reported from the committee to 
the House a bill making extravagant allow- 
ances to the physicians and nurses who at- 
tended the President. Itis now stated that 
Judge Taylor did not personally approve of 
the bill, but that he reported it because he 
did not wish “to unite with Blackburn and 
Springer in anything.” The apology is not 
creditable to Judge Taylor’s sincerity or in- 
telligence. He was not sent to Congress, if 
we know anything of the temper of his con- 
stituents, for the purpose of opposing Black- 
burn and Springer, right or wrong. He was 
sent there to express his own convictions on 
public questions. Usually itis a safe rule 
for a stupid or an inexperienced member of 
Congress to vote on the opposit side from 
Blackburn and Springer. But it occasionally 
happens, by accident or design, that Black- 
burn and Springer are on the right side, and 
it is not a good excuse for anybody of sense 
to be wrong because they are right. 

Blackburn and Springer held that the doc- 
_ tors’ bill and all the other claims on account 
of services done during the last ilMmess or at 
the funeral of the President should be 
proved up against the estate precisely as if 
he were a private individual. When the 
claims were filed and audited in this manner 
it would of course be the duty of Congress 
to appropriate a lump sum to pay them. But 
it was not and never could be the duty of 
the Goverument to pay one cent of exem- 
plary damages,” or to disburse the public 
money by way of largess or bounty to any- 
body. 

It has been said that it would be Indecent 
and shameful for Congress to scrutinize 
closely bills of this nature. The answer to 
this sentimental argument is, first, that no 
bills have been presented, but everything 
has been left to the judgment of Congress; 
and, secondly, that it is far more scandalous 
to vote away the public money without a 
just consideration than it is to give a fair 
price and no more for services rendered. 
The spendthrift and the prodigal are not the 
wisest or the most generous of mankind. 
Not to know or not to care what a thing 
costs before buying it is usually a mark of 
bad breeding anf vulgarity. 

In spite of newspaper disclaimers, the 
people will insist on holding Judge Taylor 
chiefly responsible for this bill. In it he has 
proposed to pay Dr. Bliss $25,000, Drs. Ham- 
Uton and Agnew $15,000 each, Drs. Reyburn 
and Boynton and Mrs. Edson $10,000 each, 
atid to promote Drs. Woodward and Barnes 
one grade each. The President was sick sev- 
euty days, or less than one-fifth of & year, 
At the rate of payment provided for in the 
bill Bliss’ annual compensation would be 
$125,000, Hamilton’s and Agnew’s would be 
$75,000 each, and Reyburn’s, Boynton’s, and 
and Mrs. Edson’s would be $50,000 each. 
Bliss would be paid two and one-half times 
as much, Hamilton and Agnew one and one- 
half times as much, and Reyburn, Boynton, 
and Mrs. Edson exactly as much as the 
President received in nf annual salary. 
Bliss did not receive from his practice in any 
year before the President's illness $10,000, 
The notoriety be gained through his attend- 
ance at the White Louse more than 
doubled his annual income. It has been 
charged that he forced himself upon the 
President and Mrs. Garfield; that he was not 
wanted; and that he probably did more harm 
than good by his attendauce—yet it is pro- 
posed to pay him more for seventy days than 
he could legitimately earn in three years. 
Hamilton and Agnew did not abandon their 
practice. They relieved each other. The 
bill proposes to give them each $225 per day, 
whether present or absent, for the whole 
period of their service. Dr. Reyburn was a 
wicroscopist, and his services were of no 
value to the patient. Dr. Boynton was 
a self-invited guest and = self-appointed 
nurse at the White House; yet it is 
proposed to pay him 8166 per day 
for his visit. Dr. Susan Edson acted 
as a professional nurse. The most skillful 
nurse in the United States could be had for 
$50 per week; yet it is proposed to pay her 
about $175 per day. These are the scandal- 
ous features of the bill. The attempt to 
grab money out of the Treasury for the ben- 
efit of doctors and nurses who did nothing to 
save the life of the President is more out- 
rageous and shameful than the failure to 
pay them anything for their services would 
be. 

The payment of $10,000 to Bliss, $5,000 
each to Hamilton and Agnew, $2,500 each to 
Reyburn, Boynton, and Edson, and promo- 
tion for Woodward and Barnes would be lib- 
eral and handsome compensation for all that 
they did and failed todo. The other items 
of the bill rendered for funeral expenses 
ought to be closely taxed. Unfortunately 
the expenses of the Congressmen who at- 
tended the funeral have been paid and the 
vouchers lost. There ought to be no other 
bills paid which are too big or too disgrace- 
ful for publication.

Here are three Senators and thirteen mem- 
bers of the Llouse who must share with 
Hubbell, the Chairman, the responsibility for 
the course which has been adopted. Each 
one of these gentlemen should decide for 
himself whether or not it is fitting in a mem- 
ber of Congress to pursue a system of 
political assessments which is forbidden by 
a law of Congress as to officers and employés 
of the Government, Each one must deter- 
mine whether the system of political assess- 
ments is not as reprehensible when made 
under authority of a Congressional Commit- 
tee, especially so long as Congressmen con- 
tinue to act in the capacity of oflice-brokers, 
as when made by executive officers of the 
Government. 

There is another important feature in this 
controversy. The circular issued by the 
Congressional Committee contains the fol- 
lowing explicit statement: “The committee 
ts authorized to state that such voluntary 
contribution from persons employed in the 
service of the United States will not be ob- 
jected to in any official quurter.” If this 
statement be literally correct, then the Presi- 
dent has given the committee an assurance 
that neither he nor anybody counected with 
his Administration will take ‘any cognizance 
of the spirit of the law which forbids po- 
litical assessments, so far as the Congres- 
sional Committee’s action goes, and it amounts 
to an express encouragement from the 
Administration to make the contributions 


which are requested. In such case the Pres- 
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ident and his official associates, as well as 
the members of the Congressional Commit- 
tee, are responsible for the plan which has 
been adopted. It these several conditions 
have been correctly stated, then the law in- 
tended to prohibit political, assessment of 
officeholders is a paipable failure; and such 
prosecutions as that against Gen. Curtis, of 
the New York Custom-House, become unjust 
because the law is inoperative as against 
persons who are hedged about with the pro- 
tection of higher places. 
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PROF. HUXLEY ON WOMAN PHYS5I- 


The recent action of the Massachusetts 
State Medical Society in declining to admit 
women to its membership upon the same 
conditions as men has been alluded to in these 
columns, and it has called out some re- 
sponses from members of the profession in 
this city, one or two of whom mistook the 
tenor of the article by supposing that its 
tendency was to discourage the employment 
of women physicians. The object of the 
article, on the other hand, was to advocate 
the opening up of every advantage—as many 
and the same that men have—that will give 
to women the same opportunity to acquire a 
medical education that men have, in order 
that the public may have the same confidence 
in their ability that it has in that of men. 

As everything that bears upon this subject 
is of importance, our readers will be inter- 
ested in some account of the recent annual 
exercises of the London School of Medicine 
for Women, which gained additional promi- 
nencé because so eminent a student and 
scientitic authority as Prof. Huxley presided 
at the distribution of prizes. In his address 
he congratulated the members of the institu- 
tion upon the honors some of them had gained 
from the University of London, and said: 


„This experiment has shown that there are 


hundreds of women who have the capacity 
and power to do the work of medical prac- 
titioners just as weil as it has been dene by 
the great majority of their brothers. Why 
under these circumstances they should not 
be allowed and encouraged to take up the 
profession I cannot understand.“ 

Prof. Huxley further stated, as a member 
of the Medical Acts Commission, that the 
Commissioners were deeply impressed with 
the importance of the question of medical 
education for women, and that if their rec- 
ommendations were carried out the way 
would not be closed against the admission of 
women to the medical register. This shows 
amore general consideration of the claims 
of women to enter the medical profession in 
England than obtains in this country, as no 
National movement has ever been made here 
in their behalf, and those who have succeed- 
ed in getting into the profession have had to 
fight their way in against prejudices and all 
The way, however, is 
gradually opening. Even in Massachusetts, 
the centre of medical conservatism, the 
society would have voted them in but for 
the barring of them out by its council, and 
unquestionably the next time they will go in 
upon the same conditions as men, 

In the course of his address Prof. Huxley 
expressed his opinion upon the rights of 
woman in general in a manner Which will 
commend him to the sex. He said: “It may 
be that we are to look to women hereafter as 
the intellectual and moral leaders of the uni- 
verse. It may be, on the other hand, that 
men will retain the lead which the order of 
things has hitherto given them; but should 
they do so, I cannot understand that it 
should make the slightest difference to the 
importance, the necessity, and the duty on 
the part of women that they should do all 
they can to render themselves useful mem- 
bers of the community. Nor should it pre- 
vent those who have any influence in this 
world from endeavoring to enable women to 
take up any career for which they might find 
themselves fitted.. 1 do not understand why 
free trade in these matters should not apply 
everywhere: why free access to every 
calling should not be thrown open 
to every human being.” So broad and 
liberal a statement as this, coming from 
such a prominent thinker and investigator 
as Prof. Huxley, ought to give a fresh 
impulse to every movement which tends to 
broaden and elevate the sphere of woman. 
His brief declaration is worth all the wom- 
an’s-rights speeches ever made, Every call- 
ing should be thrown open to every human 
being, and those who are qualified to fill 
thein will soon show their qualification, 
whether it be in medicine or in any other 
profession. Thereis too much talk and theo- 
rizing. Whatis wanted is aetion. There is 
scarcely a right a woman wants that she 
cannot have if she will only take it, and so 
far as the right to practice medicine is con- 
cerned every year shows that women of abil- 
ity are availing themselves of it, and making 
their mark in it, It will certainly be better 
for the world in general when, as Prof. Hux- 
ley says, there shall be free trade in this 
matter. The men have monopolized it too 
long. Give the women a chance and let 
them show what they can do with our sick. 
That they will prove successful, when they 
have advantages, is shown by the success 
which many have attained where they have 
had to contend against numerous obstacles, 


THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS STRIKE. 

The strike of the freight-handlers in Jersey 
City, which is the terminus of several im- 
portant railroads running to New York, is 
not only proving to be a serious embarrass- 
ment to the railroad companies and an em- 
bargo upon business, but it also entails con- 
siderable doubt and confusion in the minds 
of those who would establish exact justice 
between the two parties to the conflict. 

The statement that may be fairly made on 
the side of the strikers In this case undoubt- 
edly entities them to the popular sympathy 
which they are receiving in New York. 
Their work is of the hardest description— 
the handling of heavy packages—and its 
hardstrip is increased by the irregularity of 
the hours. The men are expected to dispose 
of all the freight that comes in, and this ob- 
ligation frequently extends their labors far 
into the night. The average hours of serv- 
ice range from ten to seventeen, and the pay 
is from $41 to $60 a month. That is to say, 
from $1.70 to $2 a day is paid to men 
working an average of fourteen hours 
a day, or at the rate of less than 
15 cents an hour, This is exceedingly 
low pay for any kind of labor in this coun- 
try, and while no skill is required for han- 
dling freight, a certain amount of intelligence, 
care, and experience is necessary to avoid 
delay, breakage, and confusion, The com- 
panies have discovered this jn their effort to 
do the business with raw Itallan emigrants 
from Castle Garden, who have practically 
failed to fill the bill, In addition to all this, 
the freight-handlers point to the fact that 
their wages were reduced 10 per cent some 
years ago during the hard times, and they 
ask only the restoration of that amount as 
absolutely necessary to meet the Increased 
expenses of living due to the high price of 
food of every description. There is no ques- 
tion that the necessaries of life are more cost- 
ly today than they were at the time the 
freight-handlers received 10 per cent more 
than they now receive; and if they were 
paid merely living wages then their earn- 
ings at the present rate fall below living 
wages. 

On the other hand, strong reasons may be 
urged why the railroad companies cannot 
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bad one for the legitmate earnings of the 
railroads. The partial failure of last year’s 
crop and the abatement in the foreign de- 
mand for American breadstuffs at prevailing 
prices have operated to reduce the carrying 
trade enormously. In addition to this actual 
loss of business the railroads have further 
sacrificed a large share of their profits by 
their prolonged contest for the reduced busi- 
ness and the cutting of rates incident thereto. 
These conditions almost compel the railroad 
managers to resist any pressure for increased 
wages. ‘Shey could probably afford, and per- 
haps might assent readily, to increase the pay 
of the freight-handlers if the demand were to 
stop there. But they anticipate that if 
they yield to this class of their em- 
ployés a similar demand will be made by 
the switch-tenders, the yard hands, the loco- 
motive engineers, and, indeed, the entire list 
ot employés, numbering hundreds of thou- 
sands throughout the country, thus involv- 
ing an increase of expenses that would be 
simply appalling. It is charitable to assume 
that these circumstances and a sense of re- 
sponsibility to their stockholders constrain 
the managers to close their ears to the plea 
of the freight-handlers that they are not earn- 
ing enough to keep their families from starv- 
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The situation is perplexing and deplorable 
and the issue is uncertain. But the laborers 
in this as in most strikes are at an obvious 
disadvantage. The railroad .managers are 
not so much accustomed to defer to public 
interests as to be especially concerned about 
the damage which a suspension of the treight 
business is doing, but every day lost to the 
laborers involves a sacrifice of the $1.70 
which they have been earning; and, even 
though the stipend is not enough 
to support their families in decency, 
idleness to them means a total loss of sus- 
tenance—a condition which they cannot 
stand very long. If the general sympathy 
with the strikers which is reported as pre- 
vailing among the business-men of New York 
is genuine, and not merely the reflex of 
selfish annoyance at the delay in business 
which has been occasioned, then the mer- 
-hants may perhaps be of service to the 
strikers by promptly investigating the real 
merits of the disagreement between the rail- 
roads and their employés, and making a rec- 
ommendation which shall carry with it the 
foree of public opinion. In the meantime, 
however, the strikers should be careful to 
abstain from any manifestation of violence 
and coercive measures, for they will forfeit 
every vestige of honest and useful sympathy 
from the moment they threaten riot or de- 
struction of property. The railroad riots of 
i877 have warned the American people to 
favor the most aggressive measures agalnst 
Communistle or retaliatory demonstrations 
of every kind. 
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The Labor Problem. 

The great influx of unskilled labor which 
has marked the immigration to this country this 
year and the present struggle for employment at 
wages hardly remunerative are leading to some 
remarkable occurrences. The Utica Heraid de- 
scribes a social study now progressing near that 
city from the presence of lurge numbers of 
workmen, embracing many of various tongues, 
and all working together. The Herald says: 


The firms of Boiden, Dennison & Co. and of A. C. 
Beiden, of Syracuse, bave 1,700 laborers on their 
pay-rolie in the Counties of Oneida, Madison, 
and Onondaga. Their force varies from week 
to week, but it now seems to be their practice to 
set all able-bodied men who olfer at work at 
some point along the line. In going along parts 
of the new route this week, a reporter was about 
ready to say the Day of Pentecost bad fully 
come, and that the men were building a Tower of 
Babel instead of a railroad. Perhaps there are 
reaily not many Jews, or Elamites, or dwellers 
in Mesopotamia handling pick and shovel 
along the west shore, but there are three 
or four gangs of Hungarians, some Danes, 
a band of forty Greeks, Irishmen, Ger- 
mans, Americans, and a large number of 
Italians. A lot of Mungarians reached Syra- 
cuse six weeks Or more ago, and, not finding 
work at onve, expended their moncy in living, 
aud came to the west shore contractors to save 
them from suffering. Their names were unin- 
telligible, and they were entered by numbers on 
the books of the firms, each man being fur- 
nished with a ticket on which his number is 
printed, This he bangs about bis neck. Many 
of the Italians are registered in this way. The 
eontractors are paying $1.37‘, a day for laborers, 
ali men along the line receiving the same for 
fulltime. They pay $4.50 a day for teams, and 
most of these are obtamed from farmers. 
Those who have their spring work done find it 
more to their protitto work their horses on the 
ruilroad than on their farms. There bas been 
no trouble with the bands in the employ of these 
contractors, though they are of mauy national 
ties and of a low degree of intelligence, and 
principally because they have received their 
money promptiy after itis earned. The time- 
books of the bosses are sent to Syracuse 
every Thursday, and from the record 
they furnish pay for each man is 
returned him in an envelope by Tuesday for his 
work of the seven previous work-days, In this 
way, no matter how poor a man js when he bo- 
gins to work for these firms he is left without 
money only for a little more than a week. This 
avoids the wain source of difficulty which has 
been found, especially with the Itallans—tbeir 
excitement when their pay is beld back. They 
view the Americans, perhaps not unressonabiy, 
with suspicion, and their ignorance of the lau- 
guage increases their belplesness. 

The Italians who are brought here seem to be 
from the lower classes of the Italian peasantry. 
They are imported mainly by padrones in New 
York, who furnish the passage money and col- 
lect money monthly for them. The contractors 
obtain them from these labor brokers. The Chi- 
nese themselves live no more frugully, and come 
here with no more deliberate purpose of taking 
money out of the country and spending as little 
aa they can while here, The contractors furnish 
the bread ou which they live. Three barrels ar- 
rive daily at the Midland*sdepot, Nevada, from 
Oswego, to supply the wanis of those near that 
place. They gather about these barreis, 
when their feeding time comes, each man bold- 
ing up the ticket with bis number, and calling 
for one loaf or two loaves, as he may think his 
wants will require. Each provides for himselt 
alone. Here as well as clsewhd¢re they show an 
auimal-like iadifference to euch other's pres- 
ence. ‘This they keep up when they are at their 
work, Or stragwiing, sheep-like, along the roads. 
Their lodging-house is bum of rough boards, 
and about the sides are broad sheives, where 
three or four lie at night. They sleep on the 
Hor, also, in every avaliable corner, They do 
very little cooking, once in a while only getting 
a bone from whicd they can make soup. They 
are very fond of dandelions, otten digging them 
up with their fingers and eating them raw. But 
when they can get them bolled to eat with their 
bread the meal becomes sumptuous. Yet, strict 
vegetarians as they are, and as they bave been 
in Italy all their lives, they are strong and 
tough, if not overintelligent workmen. Their 
diet mainly accounts for the fact that they do 
not perspire at their work, like Irishmen, whose 
stomachs are often bard at work ou caloric ani- 
mal food while their legs and arms are in mo- 
tion. But it is remarkable how indifferent the 
Italians are about putting in their full time. 

If a shower gives any color of excuse they 
will catch up their coats and run from the bank 
to shelter, and very likely do no more work fora 
half-day; and they are much affected by cold, 
too. They will huddle together in their huts on 
a blustering day and utterly refuse to obey the 
orders of the foreman. Some days aro a few 
drops of rain fell at the borrowing pit at Oneida 
Castle, when all the gang of fifty ltalians made 
for the sbelter-shed at hand. The very slight 
shower having blown over, the foreman went to 
the shed to try to get them out again, but to no 
purpose, Gett a little provoked ue took a 
stick and drove them out to their work, They 
did a little, and then, to avoid a few drops more 
which fell again, ran from the bank and would 
not return to it that day. Some of them are idle 
every day, preferring to spend one or two daysa 
week in basking in the sun, sleeping in the sheds, 
or straying about the village to attending to 
their work. Sundays — Will do no work, and 
generally wander through the fleids gathering 
dandelions or other herbs, or tishing. They smoke 
cousiderably, and some of them drink a little 
beer. They do not get drunk. 

There are forty Greeks who work a mile nearer 
Canastota and under the command of Greck 
Joe.” a stout man of 45 or 50, who cau speak En- 
glish pretty well. They are ot differeuttype from 
the Italians; they have more to eat, and have a 
nr and cook. They sleep in the same close quar- 
ters as the Italians, in a house near their work. 
Greek Joe deplores the absence in this country 
ot wine and beer and “ali ocher kinds of good 
drinks,” which low so plentifully in bis own 
land, but likes this country, and actually praises 
the cilmate. He says be came over here because 
there uro too many people over there, and that 
is what makes every one poor.“ He has an Ital- 
lan woman to wife, and has some of her rela- 
tives iu his care, He bas been here three years, 
and some of his men as long. but some of them 
only a lew weeks. They have worked at New- 
burg and Fort Piain. They are better workmen 
than the Italians. About the strongest laborer 
to be seeured for railroad construction in this 
country is a Swede, but they are rather hard to 
* * * MHuugartans are fair laborers, but very 
* ut.

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Tue figuring on the probable results of the 
Fifth District Republican Conveggion at Elgin 
next Friday grows more and more iateresting 
day by day. As has been previously explained, 
Eliwood of De Kalb and Hopkins of Aurora 
have 15 votes apiece. Bach seeds McHenry’s 
Y to secure the nomination. But McHenry has 
a candidate of its own in ex-Judge Ben N. 
Smith. De Kalb and McHeory have not pulled 
together in the past, and the MeHenry County 
folks are said to retain no very pleasant recol- 
lections of the way De Kalb cut them out of 
certain offices in the shape of Judgeships, etc., 
or of the manner in which De Kaib succeeded 
in putting ex-State Senator Castie on the State 
Central Committee two years ago, in 
opposition to the express choice of the 
Congressional district delegation in the State 
Convention. Kane and McHenry, on the other 
hand, have been moreintimately and pieasantly 
related, and so far as that goes a combination 
between them would seem to be more probable 
than one between De Kalb and McHenry. Kane, 
however, bas had the Congressman for two suc- 
cessive terms, and was represented once before 
that by Gen. Farneworth. De Kalb and Me- 
Henry seem to be of the opinion that it is about 
time for a change, and each is bent on securing 
the prize for its own candidate. One point 
which the Hopkins men count in their favor is 
the fact that the Eliwood men are instructed to 
vote for their leader “ first, last, and all the 
time -an instruction which virtually amounts 
to dictation, and is equivalent to saying 
to every other delegation: “Take our 
man or nothing.” It Henry is very 
much set on Judge Smith, this sort of 
tustruction is scarcely calculated to pave the 
way for a union between it and De Kalb. On 
the other hand, the Hopkins delegates are sim- 
ply instructed to use all honorable means to se- 
cure their candidate’s nomination—an instruc- 
tion which carries with it nothing of the dog-in- 
the-manger attitude of the De Kalb folks. It 
may be set down as a fact that the Hopkins men 
will stick as long as there is any hope, and that 
if they do break it will not be to pull De Kalb's 
chestnuts out of the fre, Should Boone stick to 
Ellwood and Lake to Steele, the indications 
seem to be that the nomination must necessarily 
go to Kane or McHenry. It will be a very 
pretty test of endurance all around, and if the 
convention sbould resolve itself into a deadlock, 
from which all of Friday and a part ot Saturday 
are required to extricate it, nobody whois at 
present watching the situation will be in any 
way disappointed.

Tue Hon. William Walter Phelps, on 
bis return from a recent visit to the East, gave 
to the Government the following testimony to 
the influence of American education in develop- 
ing among the Oriental nations a high regard for 
our own country and everything that bears lis 
name:

On the most conspicuous 
site on the Bosphorus stands Robert College, and 
on a rocky point, seen oy the mariner 
long before the minarets and roefs of 
the surrounding City of Beirut, stands 
the Syrian Protestant College. Both insti- 
tutions are founded by American mu- 
niticence; and no youth who seeks here a liberal 
education fails to recognize that the privilege 
of library, dormitory, lecture and class-room, 


| grounds and hall, is the unseifieh gift ot Western 


philanthropy. The College of Beirut, under the 
influence of a great demand, has gathered 
around itself the ordinary departments ofa 
university. These departments, ke the parent 
college, are housed in stone; and the statel 
structures suggest that the learning for whic 
they exist has come tostay. It is difficult to 
overestimate the influence wielded by the 
lawyer, the doctor, the engineer, the teacher, 
the scholar, who returns from these walls to bis 
home in Bulgaria, Syria, Arabia, and Egypt. 
He left it a poor native boy; be returns to 
wield the power of education among the illit- 
erate, and never fails gratefully to remember 


and eloquentiy @ tell a story se full at honor to 
America. 8 


Tue correspondent of the London Stand- 
ard had ano interview recently with Arabi Pasha 
in order to obtain his views relative to the situ - 
ation. The following extract from the conversa- 
tion could bardly be very agreeable: 

My followers and I bold of equally little aoc- 
count both the promises and threats of England 
and France. Those who come to us with peace- 
ful intentions we are ready to meet in a like 
spirit. But to those who speak with the sword 
woe answer with the sword. We have repelled 
and will repel European aggression with all the 
strength in our power, and, being confident in the 
protection of God and the approbation of the 
Sultan, whose will we have obediently fulfilled, 
we have nothing to reproach ourselves with, and 
we fee! certain of the triumph of our cause. 

This indicates no lack of courage on Arabi's 
part, as it was uttered within sight of twelve 
English war vessels carrying nearly 4, men 
and eighty heavy guns. 


A writer of English notes for the Boston 
Literary World says: “You say that almost 
nothing is known about Tennyson in America. 
Almost nothing is known about bim in England. 
I never saw him in my life, He bas the reputa- 
tion of always smoking a short pipe under a 
slouch hat; but it may be that he neither smokes 
nor slouches.

THE IRISH CRISIS. 


Views of a Prominent Irish Mem- 
ber of Parliament. 


The Case Against England Pre- 
seated by Justin McCarthy. 


New York Tribune. 

Justin McCarthy, Esq., Member of Parliament 
for County Longford, furnishea to the Tribune 
berewith the closing paper of nis series on the 
lrish crisis from an irish point of view. He 
contends that the Home-Rule party under Mr 
Paruell’s leadership have forced the grievances 
of the island upon the attenuon of Parliament, 
and that this fact justifies the obstruction tac- 
ties and the Irish policy in general. He believes 
that the land question will be settled by a fair 
process of State intervention and purchase, and 
that bome rule is not far of. By home rule 
he means as much liegisiative independence as 
is enjoyed by every State in the American 
Union. This isa significant comparison, as the 
States are represented in the National Congress. 
Under home rule Ireland would have a Legis- 
lature of its own, and yet form part of the im- 
perial system and be represented at Westmin- 
ster as at present. 

HOME RULE MUST COME, 

Hobbs oF COMMONS, WESTMINSTER, May, 1882. 
—] was talking lately witha clever Euglisb lads 
who bears a famous family name on the subject 
of Irish ebetrudion in the House of Commons. 
She told me she was satisfied that there must be 
some deliberate meaning and puiicy in it, and 
she asked me to explain to her my ideas on the 
matter. I told ber what I regarded as the pur- 
pose of obstruction.

On the Tory side the great majority 
of the members are ldndiords. On the Liberal 
side those who are not landtords are for the 
most part capitalists. In such a House what 
chavee would Irish claims have of being heard 
if Irish members left them to find their way to 
the ears and the understandings of members by 
the Ordinary channbis? We might have our de- 
bate on bome rule and our debate on the land 


question every session. The majority of 
tbe House would never sten to the 
debate, nor take tbe smallest interest 


in finding out anytbing about it. It would be re- 
garded as a formality. We should make our 
speeches at cach other—preaching to the con- 
verted—and when the speeches were done the 
division bell would ring, and the majority would 
come rushing and tumbiing in from the dining- 
rooms and the swoking-rooms, and the terrace 
and the library, and would vote against us, and 
out vote us. We und hed enough of this sort of 
thing, and had lost all faithin it. We have now 
forced the claims of Ireland so directly on the 
attention of the House of Commons that it would 
be absolutely impossible to leave them out of 
sight. We have shown that if we cannot directly 
compel the Government and the Parliament to 
deai fairly with the claims of Ireland, we can at 
least prevent them from accomplishing any 
other business. Mr. Gladstone and his colleagues 
are this year trying to remodel the Par- 
liamentary forms of procedure in order to be 
able to prevent us from imterfering with the 
smooth progress of the ordinary business of Par- 
liament. They bave not yet succeedad in ac- 


complisuing the change, and indeed it is quite | 


evident that nothing more can be done in the 
matter this session. But nochange that human 
ingenuity cau devise could prevent a resolute 
minvority of men from effecting what is called an 
obvstructiva of business in an assembiy like the 
House of Commons, 80 long as any right of 
speech is allowed there to the minority at ail, 
It would be wearsome and unnepessary to go 
into a lengihbened explanation of this to Amer- 
ican readers, but they may taxe itou my awbor- 
ity that this is so, and that there is aaly one way 
of dealing with Irieh obstrucaon in Parliament, 
aud that is to show an inclination to listen to the 
demands made on behalt of Ireland. and to set 
about redressing Lrish grievances. 

Now I fully believe that obstruction has al- 
ready achieved this object. Its historical justil- 
cation wil! be found in its results. I believe the 
land question will ve settled on the basis laid 
down by the Land League. The Land Leauge, 
despite all the tremendous Outcry made against 
it. only set forth as its Journey's end and very 
seu-mürk of its utmost sail the transfer of the 
suil of lrelaud from ite landlord possessors into 
the hands of peasant Q@wners and cultivators by 
the tair process of State intervention aud pur- 
chase, Russin. the poorest country in Europe 
for her ste and her respousibilities, and at a 
time when she was still Shattered and drained 
Ly the cost of the Crimean war, paid £100,000, 000 
sterling to secure their land toner emancipated 
serfs. We ask no such sacrilice, nor anything ro- 
motely approaching to it, from Eagiand, 
a country incomparably richer than Russia. 
We aak rather the heip of her Mate 
security, ber eredit, her guarantee, fur a time, 
tun auy sacrifice; at all events, (haa any con- 
siderabic sacritice of ber money. 1 tully be- 
lieve that this will be accomplished in the end: 
that the State will, and before long, go 80 far as 
to agtee to buy out any landlord who is at pres- 
ent willinw to sell, and that thus the program of 
the Land League will come into gradual deve 
opuicat and accomplisament. i

Government. You will perhaps have heard 
the article and seen it before you receive this 
letter, and I shali only say that it is remarkable 
in itself as well as in the source from which it 
comes, and that itis as carnesta plea for some 
form of home rule as if it were written by an 
Irisu member of Parliament. Two members of 
the present Government, at least—Mr. Cha u- 
berlain and Sir Charles Diike—are in 
favor ot bome rule. Sir Charles 
Ditke is more strongly an advocate of bome 
rule than Mr. Coamberlain. Mr. Chamberlain 
is for trying to the lust the licy of governing 
Ireland according to Irish fdeas, and thus en- 
deavoring to reconcile’ lreland ta, its close con- 
nection with the central Parliament. Should 
this plan fail to succeed, be would then be in 
favor of recognizing the claim of [reland to self- 
government. Sir Charlies Dilke, however. goes a 
step further,.and frankiy acknoledges that he is 
at present and on principle an advocate of 
home rule for Ireland. House of Com- 
mous is beginning to find out every day that it 
cunnot get througa the mass of work which the 
present system forces on it. We hear it contin- 
ually asked why Irish members cannot. be con- 
tent with a system of Parliamentary govern- 
ment which is found satisfactory by Scotch 
members. The answer is very easy. Scot’ 
land has, in fact, her system of home 
rule already. Soe governs herself, although 
she does it in Westminster Palace, and not 
in the old Parilament House in Edinburg. The 
Lord- Advocate of Scotiand has a part lu the ad- 
ministraden of Scotland something like that of 
the Irish Chief Secretary in the goverment of 
Ireland. But when the Lord-Advocate of Scot- 
land is about to bring in any measure concern- 
ing that country he convenes the Scottish mem- 
bers into a council of their own. He submits 
the measure to them, and consults them on 
every principle and every clause of it, Ali their 
Opinions are taken and given, and thus, by this 
little Parliament within a Parliament, the meas- 
ure is shaped into fuil accord with Scottish ideas. 
When it comes before the House of Commons it 
is explained and discussed mainly or altogether 
by Scottish members. No Eugtisb or Irish mem- 
ber thinks of interfermg. That is the manner 
in which Scotiand is governed, and let me say in 
justice to tne Scotch members that it wou) 
impossible to get them to assent to euch a sys- 
tem as that which Ireland is forced to endure. 

How is Ireland dealt with? Every measure 
that concerns her is arranged by the Government 
at the instance of the Lord-Lieutenant or the 
Caiel-Secretuary, without the slichtest reference 
to the opinions of the men who represent tne 
great bulk of the Irish people. This system was 
carried to absolute perfecuonin Mr. Forsters 
time. Mr. Forster acted with as sublime a dis- 
regard of the opinious of Lrish members asa 
Turkish Pasba might show for the feelings of 
the inbubitants of some far-distaat province 
which be was governing at his ease from Con- 
stautinopie. Ido pot merely point to the fact 
that Mr. Forster never consulted any of the 
members who act with Mr. Parnell. How any 
man ju bis senses could have supposed that he 
could govern Ireland without taking some ac- 
count of the existence of these men and the 
constituencies they repre-ent, it passes my 
wit to conjecture. But I am not dweil- 
mg Ou that fact alone. Mr. Forster never con- 
descended to conguit with regard to bis meas- 
ures of coercion even those Irish members who 
remained devoted to the Government of Mr. 
Gladstone. He never consuited Mr. Shaw oa 
the subject. He never asked for one word of 
ud ve or suggestion from Mr. O'Connor Power, 
one of the most eioguent of all the Irish mem- 
bers, and who fora longtime standing in. the 
very front rank of their opposition to English 
systems of administration, bas gradually, out of 
regard for Mr. Gladstone and belief” in bim, 
passed away altogether from codperation with 
Mr. Parnell and his colleagues. More thaa that, 
the Chief Secretary never condescended to con- 
suit Mr. Charles Russell, who is not a Home- 
Kuier, although he represents au Irish borough, 
who is a most loyal folhower of Mr. Gladstone, 
who is an Irishman by birth and bring 
up, Who thoroughly understands Ireland, an 
who is moreover the foremost man at 
the English bar. Now | say that When 80 stolid 
and contemptuous a disregard is shown for 
the national representation of a people, and 
when such conduct could be tolerated in Par- 
lament, itis perfectly clear that Ireland ought 
not to be left dependent on Parliamentary gov- 
ernment in Westminster. 

Take again the policy whieh led to the arrest 
of Mr. Parneil and Mr. Sexton, and the rearrest 
of Mr. Dilion last autumn. Up to this day no 
Irish member koows, perhaps oo Irish member 
ever will Know, what was the reason which dic- 
tut@d that extraordinary step. Some persons 
conjecture that Mr. Forster must bave fancied 
he nad got hold of information which, in some 
more or less direct way, connected these Irish 
members of Parliament with some Fenian or 
other conspiracy. Of course iam perfectly sat- 
ished myself that no such connection ever did 
exist, and that therefore there could be no evi- 
dence of itsexistence. Butit is possible that Mr. 
Forster may bave fancied be bad evidence on 
which reasonable suspicion could be founded. If 
that were uot 80, then | am utterly at a loss 
even to guess at the reasons which intluenced 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Foster io that extraordi- 
nary and unlucky coup d état. Mr. Dillon, it 
will be remembered, had been arregted early in 
the year, vot long after Mr. Davitt's arrest. He 
was only kept in prison for a few mouths, and 
was released at the end of the session on the 
ground that his heaitb, always very feeble, was 
becoming too weak to aliow of bis continued in- 


carceration. After the session, a very few days 
before llett Eugiand for the East, Mr. Dillon 
dined with me in London. He was then con- 


vineed, as | was, that the Coercion act would 
not be used for the purpose of making any fur- 
ther arrests. He said tome that he was sure 
Government only wanted to havea quiet autumn 
and winter, and a fair chance for the working of 
the Land act iu the law courts. Mr. Parneil, he 
remarked to me, was quite willing that the act 
should have every cbance, and had arranged 
that a certain number of test cases were to be 
prepared by waieh the Irish tenant-farmer 
mignt easily get to know whether "he act would 
really become a benefit to him or not. Mr. Dillon 
assumed that the Governmeat would be only too 
Flad to have the Land act tested in this way, and 
to have the country kept in tranquillity. and that 
therefore they would make no more arrests. 80 
convinced was be of this that be told me he had 
strongly advised a very prominent member of 
the Land League then living in Paris to return 
to his home ia Dublin. He will be perfectly 
sate over there.“ Mr. Dillon said; “we shan't 
hear of any more arrests under the Coercion 
act.” 

I left Eugland in the full confidence that Ire- 
land would have a quiet winter, and that the 
Goverument bad made up their minds to let the 
policy of coerciou drop. Suddenly the attention 
of the world was aroused by the arrestof Mr. 
Parnell, the rearrest of Mr. Dillon, the incarcer- 
ation of Mr. Sexton and Mr. O Kelly. No Irish 
member, even among those wuo have always re- 
mained devoted, I might say servilely devoted, 
to the Government, Knows to this hour the 
cause of that extraordinary and unfortunate 
stroke of policy. Nothing that has happened 
since has materially altered the condition of 


things that prevailed early last October, and 


yet a month ago the Government were only too 
giad to open the prison-doors again, and to ask 
for the codperation of Mr. Parnell in restoring 
tranquillity to Lreland. 

The evil of the centralized system is working 
its own cure. Ireland will have to be governed 
henceforth according to Irish ideas. That phrase 
is generally ascribed to Mr. Gladstone, but it 
wus taken by Mr. Gladstone from the greatest 
of ali the Whig party ata time when the Whig 

arty was great, from that statesman “on whose 
— tongue,” as Moore sings, truth. peace, 
and freedom hung.“ | mean, of course, Mr. 
Fox. Ireland will have to be governed by Irish 
ideas, and when it comes to this the Engiish peo- 
ple will very soon see that it is more convenient 
for Engiand and for Ireland that the latter 
country should govern herself in.a Parliament 
of her own, 

do not wishtv say anything barsh of Mr. 
Forster. Iwas during many years iu political 
association with bim asa supporter and a mem- 
ber of the English Radical party. Our opinions 
went side by side on many great public ques- 
tions at the time. For example, of your Civil 
War, and during the prolonged struggles for re- 
form in 1866 and 1867. I bad every hope that he 
would have made a successful administrator. 1 
would have rejoiced in his success, were it for 
nothing else than because of the noble, gener- 
ous, and appreciative spirit which bis brocher- 
in-iaw, Mr. Matthew Arnold, bas always shown 
toward my country. But Mr. Forster's peculiar- 
ities of temper and of intellect evidentiy rea- 
dered him entirely unfit for the task be had 
undertaken. Ireland soon grew disappointed 
with him, disappointed in proportion to the 
warmth of her previous expectations, and Mr. 
Forster appeared to grow angry with Ireland 
because of ber disappoiutment, and because of 
the maaner in which it found expression. Some- 
thing like an antipathy seemed to set in be- 
tween the late Chief Secretary and the people 
he was sent to govern. He did not go about 
among them. He hardly ever quitted Dublin, 
only once or twice, I believe, going far into the 
country, and in Dublin he went about but littie. 
tle relied altowetber on tbe ioformation given 
him by the permanent staf in Dublin Castle, 
who were about as well able to interpret the 
real feelings of the people as an Austrian com- 
mandantin a Venetian garrison of old to in- 
terpret the sentiments of the Venetians to some 
newly-arrived Guvervor trom Vienna. When 
Mr. Forster nad once gone into coer- 
cion he seemed driven by a kind of 
desparation to go deeper and deeper. 
He could think of no cure for the eviis 
caused by coercion except more coercion. But 
I certainiy acquit Mr. Forster of any purpose 


that was not honest in his dealings with lre- 


land. I am sure he meant well in the beginning, 
aud entered upon his task with a sincere degire 
to become a benefactor to toe country. ‘he 
better bis purpose, the more evident it becomes 
that the task he bad undertaken was bopeless. 
You cannot govern Ireland without taking ac- 
count of the lrish representatives and the Irish 
That is the lesson of Mr, . Forster's ad- 
minietration, as it is the lesson cof many admin- 
istrations béfore, and may be of others yet to 
come.

Damages on the Western Lines Inflict- 
ed by the Saturday Night

A War Among the Roads West of the 
Missouri River Not Probabie. 

Mr. T. J. Potter, General Manager of the 
Burlington Railroad, returned from ansas 
City yesterday, where he bas been attendmg a 
meeting of General Managers for the purpose 


| of effecting a pool on the business between the 


Missouri River and Colorado points. 

Mr. Potter stated that although it was not 
possible to perfect the arrangement at that 
meeting there is no apprebeosion that the ne- 
gotiations which have been going On to secure 
that end will be broken off, or that there will 
be a fight on rates between the roads 
west of the Missouri River. On the contrary he 
is of the opinion that all che obstructions in the 
way of un amicable arrangement will be sur- 
mounted before long. The principal difficulty 
in coming to an 2 Mr. Potter says 
is in regard to the allotment of percentages, an 
this trouble he thinks cun easily be overcome, 
There was vo difference of opinion, Mr. Potter 
said, regarding the Denver & New Orleans Road. 
He thinks there is too much importance at- 
tached to the recent decision givea by a Colo, 
rado Judge that the roads must give saine 
terms to that road as to other lines. They bad 
never refused to take business from the Denver 
& New Orleans at tne regular rates, but no one 
could —<p~ 3 them to give their business or 
portions of it to that or any other line. 

Mr. Potter also states that the crop prospects 
in illinois and lowa are anything but flattering, 
and, unloss we have the best of weather from 
now forward, the crops in those States, and par- 
ticularly corn, will fall far below the average. 


The Rock Island Seriously Damaged 
by Saturday Night's Storm-All the 
Hoads in Illinois, towa, and Wiscon- 
sin Suffered More or Less Damace, 
All the roads in the central part of Illinois 

and Eastern Iowa have saffered more or less se- 

verely from the violent rainstorm which pre- 
vr led in that section last Saturday night. The 
storm was severest between Bureau, III., and 

Geneseo, along the line of the Rock Island. and 

the damage inflicted upon this road was very 

heavy. Between those two points, a distance of 
about seventy miles, the track was wasbed out 
in six or seven places, and a aumber of small 
bridges thrown out of line, and several of them 
will have to be entirely replaced. Fortunately 
but one train met with any serious mishap. This 
train ran into one of the washed-out sections 
and was seriously shaken up. But no one was 
seriously injured except the engineer, Joha 
Murphy. The extent of bis injuries are not 
known. ‘his accident happened six miles west 
of Geneseo. No tr&jns were able to run through 
on this road Sunday or yesterday. The bridges 
and road are being repaired as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and the company expected to be able to 
run the trains leaving last nikht through to 
Omaha via the Kock Island & Peoria Road. By 
this evening it is expected the tracks and bridges 
will have been sufficiently reetared to allow the 
truins to run through over the main line. It was 
very difficult to get any detinit information at 
the headquarters in this city, as the advices 
were very weagre, the telegraph wires having 
been broken and twisted up nearly all along the 
line, and large furces of wen were at work yes- 
terday putting them in shape again. They will 
be again in complete working order today. The 

Burlington and Northwestern aud all otber lines 

running through Lilinois and Iowa and also the 

roads in Wieconsin and Mionesota suffered more 
or less from the storm, but the traffic on none of 
them was seriously interrupted. 

The crops throughout Iliinois, Iowa., and Wis- 
cousin were seriously damaged by the storm. 
The Colorado Traffic Association Will 

Decide Today Whether It Is to Be or 

Not to Be. 

The Colorado Traffic Association will meet 
tomorrow at Commissioner Midgley'’s office, 
when it will be definitly decided whether the 
Colorado pool is to go out of existence or 
not. Nearly a month ago the Chicago & Nd@th- 
western gave the reguired thirty days 
notice of its withdrawal from the association on 
the ground that in the allotment of percentages 
it did not get its fair share. Other roads in the 
association were also dissatisfied with the allot- 
ment of percentages, but none uf them, with the 
excepuon of the Northwestern, has given notive 
of withdrawal, ano as far as can be learned they 
are willing to continue the arrangement, unsat- 
isfactory as it is, rather than engage in another 
war on Colorado business. It will not be pos- 
sidle, however, to coutinue the pooling arrange- 
ment if the Northwestern iusists upon its with- 
drawal from it, asin order to carry out 0 
agreement all the roads must be united. 

if the roads west of the Missouri River bad 
succeeded before this in effecting a pool the 
roads east of the Missouri River would probably 
have found but. littie difficulty in settling their 
troubles at today’s meeting and effect a new and 
more satisfactory arrangement. As the roads 
west of the Missouri River, however, bave not 
yet come fo an understanding, it is quite likely 
that the Northwestern will refuse to enter into 
a new arrangement at present. It is therefore 
almost certain that the meeting today will ad- 
journ to some future day without taking any 
definit action. 


Readjustment of Tobacco Ratesto Meet 


the Cuts Made by River Lines. 

Commissiouer Fink gives notice that he has 
just sent the following letter to Mr. J. M. Culp, 
Chairman of the Cotton Committee, in regard to 
a readjustment of tobacco rates: 

Please call together the Tobacco Committee 
to consider the readjustment of tobacco rates. 
It has been found that the river lines are cut- 
ting the rates out of their proportion. It will be 
necessary in accordance with the agreemeut of 
March 1, 1881, that the lowest charge made by 
the river lines should be made the basis of 
through rates. It is necessary that you take 
prompt action, Otherwise the maintenance o: 
tobacco rates on tobacco is made im- 
possible. According to the agreement 
of the Joint Executive Com mittee 
of any carrier not represented on the commit- 
tee does not maintain cstablished rates it be- 
comes the duty of the connecting roads, mem- 
bers of the committee, to cease interchanging 
business with them. This applies to river lines 
aswell as rail lines. Please advise me at the 
earliest day of the new rates recommended by 
the committee upon the above-named basis and 
in accordance with existing agreements. 


A Little Check on the Progress of the 
New Yorn, chicago & St. Louls Track- 
laying.

Sardou’s Odette at the Grand Opera- 
H 


ouse, 

Daly’s New York company, which is now play- 
ing a very successful engagement at Mr. Ham- 
Un's cozy opera-bouse, changed its program 
last night and presented Sardou's drama of 
Odette,“ as adapted for the American stage by 
Mr. Daly. No more marked contrast could bave 
beep desired than that afforded by the two 
plays. The Passing Regiment apd Odette.“ 
The comedy showed the strength of this com- 
pany in one direction, while the drama calis for 
the exercise of a very different kind of dramatic 
ability. “Odette” is a representative of the 
“ emotional” school of plays, to which Alixe,” 
Frou- Frou.“ and “ Fernande” also belong, 
and is as devoid of amusing situations as 
the light comedy 18 supposed to 
be filled with them. So that the 
actor who played upon sense of the 
humorous and strove to create a iaugh on Sat- 
urday night now devotes ali his talent to stir- 
ring up our deeper feelings and seeks to draw a 
teur from us rather than a smile. Odette is 
not a pleasant play. The point of its plot is in 
the question: What shall a husband do when 
he finds his wife, the mother of bis daughter, 
unfaithful to him, especially when this wife, 
who is teparated from him, continues to bear 
his name and to degrade it? To this probiem 
“Odette” furnishes one solution. The play is 
undeniably interesting; filled with strong dra- 
matic situations and marked by ability and 
cleverness in construction and in the develop- 
mentof the story. There are striking contrasts 
of situation and of character with an abundauce 
of movewent and pictorial attractiveness. And 
yet, after all, there is an 2 excess 
of commonplace at impoftant periods, 
of faise reasoning and of immorality 
which are anything but entertaining or 
commendable. The central situation ot Odette“ 
is a favorit one with French dramatiste—the 
sinful, penitept mother and the sweet, encenu- 
ous child—and, by the way, at the time this piay 
was first produced in Paris it was very clearly 
shown that M. Sardou bad plagiarized his drama 
from one calied “La Fiammina,’’, written by a 
Frengh author, M. Mario Urcbard. And in this 
play pt Urenard's de had embodied bis own ex- 
perience, forthe heroine was his wife. This 
charge affects its merits as a literary production 
rather than its popularity, however, tor this is 
an age when asses mask in lion's skins and the 
prevailing genius is one of adaptation rather 
than of creation. With its faults “Odette” has 
many of Sardou’s best characteristics, and pos- 
sesses the superficial brilliancy which tlumines 
all his dramatic works in the same vein. 

The play of “ Odette” runs as follows: 

It opens as the Countess Odette returns from 
the opera at midnight, accompanied by three 
friends of her absent husband that she has in- 
vited to conduct her bome and take tea with 
her. She has a little daughter, Berangere. The 
Countess, entering from the opera, finds a dis- 
patch from ber husband giving her notice that 
he will not return for two days. She reads it 
before tne three young men, one of whom 
ostensibly takes leave of the mistress 
of the house. This young man is a would- 
be lover, who waits outside for the departure 
of the other two, and reuters by a secret door, 
of which he has stolen the key. He enters, but 
not to find the wife, but the husband that 
chance has brought back unexpectedly. The 
Count is with his brother, the General, and 
Philippe de Hoche, one of the young men who 
have brought home the Countess and whom he 
has met going out, He asks them for the light 
in order to see the face of the man who has dis- 
honored him. He recognizes him and quickly 
makes up his mind. He will not kill his wife; 
he will drive her away and bring up his daugb- 
ter himself. He orders the little Berangere to be 
carried away sieeping, and directs his steps 
toward the chamber of the Countess. She, hear- 
Ing the noise, and in the obseurity believing it 
is her audacious admirer, warns bim of his im- 
prudence. She discovers her mistake, but is a 
woman energetic and devided; the first moment 
of fright passed she raises her dead. What 
are you going to do to me?” To drive away 
the wife, to do which be claims the right. 
She acknowledges it. But the child? 
She runs to the cradle of the little Berangere. It 
is empty. She pleads and battles for her child, 
but is driven from the house. Fifteen years 
have passed when the curtain rises again. Be- 
rangere has grown up and it is time to think of 
her marriage. The father has hidden from her 
the secret of ber mother’s fault, telling her that 
she was drowned and that her body was never 
recovered. Berangere loves and is beloved by a 
young man, the Due de Meryan. But will the 
Duchesse de Meryan consent to the marriage? 
The secret of Odette’s existence is imparted to 
her. The Duchess promises to give ber consent 
on condition that the Countess engages never to 
return to France and to give up the name of her 
husband. The Countess is sought for. It is 
learned that she has just arrived at Nice with 
the Count de Frontenac, the sharper who is her 
master at the moment. 

The third act is at Aime. de Clermont- Latours. 
or, to speak more correctly, at the fashionable 
gambling-bell which ber lover Frontenac has 
opened under the name which it suite bim to 
make use of. The woman is disgusted with her 
life and its awful miseries. A disgraceful scene 
occurs in the gambliing-hell, consequent upon 
Frontenac being detected io using marked cards. 
The Countess, in despair, falls upon a sofa. 
“On!” she cries out, “ who will deliver me from 
this life of shame?”"’ “I will.” answers a voice; 
behind her. It was ‘ber husband, who bas en- 
tered unobserved, and who bas come to have an 
interview with his wife apropos of the 
marrying of Berangere. The bustand be- 
gins by proposing his conditions in a 
peremptory and cutting tone of voice. It 
it demanded of the Countess de Clermont to re- 
nounce her name. She refuses, and explains 
the cause of this refusal. The Count retaliates. 
The first object of debate exhausted they pass 
to the second, the marriage of Berangere. The 
Count speaks with marvelous tenderness and 
sadness. The Countess replies with a stroke of 
dramatic genius. The more she sees the father's 
misery the more she feels the value of this 
child's love, from which she has been exiled. 
The Count is at his wife’s mercy, since he bas 
need of her consent in order to have Berangere 
marry the young Duke, and he accords the in- 
terview demanded by the Countess. She will be 
presented to Berangere as a lady who has known 
ber mother weil, and who is desirous of seeing 
again her friend's daugbter, last seen as an in- 
tant. but now grown toayoung woman. Beran- 
gere, on learning that the lady to whom she is 
presented has known her mother, receives ber 
with most loving tenderness, and recounts to 
her ull she knows of this mother of whom her 
father has spoken to ber without ceasing. She 
had beercarried away bya terrible accident, 
There remains to her no more of ber mother 
than some effaced photographs and a miniature 
which she would like ber mother’s friend to see, 
Sbe goes off a moment, leaving ber mother 
seated weeping ou the sofa; ber father on the 
other side, crushing back his tears.

The July Wheat Shorts Settling on the 
Quiet—Migher Prices fer Corn and 
Oats. 

The deal in July spring whéat attracted more 
attention yesterday than for some days past. 
The reports about the home and foreign crops 
and the geverally stronger tone alarmed many of 
the shorts, who thought nature seemed disposed 
to favor the clique and give them au opportu- 
nity to run up prices as high as they wished to, 
and have a good argument for so doing. The 
consequence was that many shorts stole round 
to the back doors of the captains’ offices and 
sett led. the price ranging from $1.4@1.%. It 
was estimated last evening that about 4,000,000 
bushels were outstanding yet. It is believed 
that there will be few defauits if the shorts 
are permitted to settle at $1.35. The syndicate 
under this July wheat expect to rake in nearly a 
million. The collections already are said to 
amount to $250,000. 

A sharp advance in corn yesterday was the re- 
sult of a lively call from nervous shorts.

A 
civil suit requires a deposit of about $4 as surety 
for the costs before a Judge will entertain it, 
and, as the girls usually cannot raise this 
amount, they have to suffer the loss without re- 
dress. By this practice a lot af these restau- 
rant sbarks get all their belp for nothme.

The Mayor was in receipt of a letter yesterday 
in which the writer proposed to donate property 
valued at from $10,000 to $40,000 to secure the 
holding of the Worid's Fair in this city in 1889. 
He would not give the name of the gentieman 
so generously disposed, but the proposition con- 
templated the turning over of the property to 
J. B. Drake, Potter Palmer, J. V. Farwell, Phili 
Armour, W. F. Storey, Libby Bros., Marshal! 
Field, and men of Wat stamp (these names hay- 
ing been mentioned), the idea apparently being 
to interest them in the matter. The propo- 
sition was a little indeiinit ou the 
whole, but it was understood that 
the gift was offered on the condition of the fair 
being held here, and those named taking ap in- 
terest in it. In no event, however, Was the prop- 
erty to be realized upon to induce the hoiding of 
the fair in this city, for ja connection with the 
proposition it was suggested that enough could 
be gotten from its sale to erect an electric-light 
towerto make the occasion a memerabie one. 
If the writer will be more’ explicit and less 
secretive, and if bis proffered donation does not 
turn out to be that of some suburban or other 
lots he desires to advertise, the Mayor will no 
doubt take some interest in the movement. 

THE WORK OF THE POLICE. 

The report of the Superintendent of Police for 
tne quarter ending March 31 was prepared yes- 
terday. It shows that the vaiue of property 
reported as stolen was $31,673, that 
$29,261 of stolen property had been 
recovered, and that $15,018 of property 
not reported had also been recovered. The ex- 
penses of the department bad been $151,198, the 
number of arrests 6,791, and the total amount of 
fines $37,109. Of the arrests 2.3449 bad been dis- 
charged iu the police courts, 3. had been fined, 
443 bud been bound over to the Criminal Court, 
516 bad been sent to the House of Correction, 250 

risoners bad taken a change of venue, 33 bad 
en bound over to keep the peace, 244 had been 
sent to the Home of the Friendiess, 11 
had been sent to the Orphan Asylum, and 
Sto the Washingtonian Home. The classifica- 
tion of offenses showed that 2,987 persons bad 
been arrested for disorderly; 59 for larceny; 581 
for vagrancy; 480 on account of drunks; 367 on 
accotnt of being inmates of bouses of ili-tame; 
188 for burglary; LI8 for carrying cuncealed 
weapons; 91 for robbery; 57 ter selling liquor to 
minors: 50 for receiving stolen property; 47 for 
assault with a deadly weapon; 39 for keeping 
houses of ill-fame; 27 for violating the building 
ordinance; 23 for violating the 12 o'clock ordi- 
nance; 2 for selling liquor to drunkards; 17 tor 
malicious mischief; 15 for riot; 5 for perjury: 4 
for rape, and one for libel. Attached to the re- 
port was an exhibit of the Police Alarm Tele- 
graph Service, which showed that 65,436 calls bad 
been answered, and a ay vate ot the miscella- 
neous work of the Police Department, outside of 
such as had been enumerated, which was in- 
vested with more or tess interest to the statisti- 
cian.

McGraw & Downey, the contractors for the 
new Poor-House and Infirmary, yesterday sent 
five car-loads of lumber to Jefferson with which 
to construct a boarding-house for the men whom 
they will employ there. 

The railroad to the Poor-Farm is one of the 
things that threatens to drop out of existenge. 
There have been three routes surveyed, but the 
right of way seems to be the great thing that 
stands in the way. The farmers want too much 
money for their little strips of land which it is 
proposed to take. 

The contract with McGraw & Downey for 
the erection of the new Poor-House and Infirm- 
ary on the County Farm has not yet been signed. 
Architect Cochrane has drawn upa contract 
which does not meet the approval of the com- 
mittee who have that matter in charge, and a 
new document is to be prepared. The firm 
claim that they are ready to go to work. The 
document will be perfected to-days 

The matter of fixing the locations of the 
voting precincts in the city is something which 
those interested should see to.

COUNTY BOARD, 
HOSPITAL STATISTICS FOR THE PAST THREE 
MONTHS—THE TELEPHONE WRANGLE. 
The Board of Cook County Commissioners 
heid a meeting yesterday afternoon, all the 
members being present except Knopf. Joseph 
H. Dixon, the Warden of the County Hospital, 
sent in his report for the quarter ending May AI. 
which shows that the total expenditures were 
$22,805, of which $1,357 was for repairs and per- 
manent improvements. There were 707 patients 
treated in the medical department and seventy- 
oue deaths. In the surgical department there 
were 547 cases treated and twenty-one deaths. 
There were 137 gynecological and obstetrical 
patients treated, and there was only one 
death, and this occurred in the gyn ogicai 
ward, There were thirteen patients treated in 
the eye and ear department. Dr. Steele per- 
formed an operation for ovarian tumor, and the 
patient recovered, tne first in the history of the 
hospital. There was $1,014 received from elin- 
ical tickets and pay- patients during the quar- 
ter, and $334 expeuded, leaving $699 on hand 
due the hospital. The daily ave number 
of patients was 848; daily oust of pu- 
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rden alludes to the overcrowded condition 
of the hospital, and states that the number of 
applicants for admission continues unusually 
large for the summer months.

SUBURBAN. 
JEFFERSON. ‘ 

The Board of Trustees held a session on Sat- 
urday. The peticion of the Chicago Telephone 
Company for permission to use the public streets 
on which to extend their lines was granted, con- 
ditioned only that the village should have the 
free use of its lines through any connections 
that might be made with points where public 
business of the village is transacted. An 
ordinance which effect was ordered. 
Special a ments were ordered on petitions 
presented for the graveling of Mozart and Hum- 
boldt streets, at Humbol Park, extending in 
each instance from North to Armitage avenues. 

An offer was received from the Bohemian 
Cemetery Assuciation, of Chicago, to contribute 
one-third of the cost of repairing, with gravel, 
Ciybourn avenue leading to their cemeter 
grounds, and was accepted. The total cost wil! 
reach $950. 

Plats of Attrill’s Subdivision, bounded. by 
Miiwaukee avenue, California avenue, and Cor- 
nelia street, and Deiamater’s Subdivision at 
Hugiboldt, were approved. Steps were taken 
towards the permanent improvement of the 
public park in the village, offers — deen 
made by resident uurserymen to donate ail trees 
required to be planted. 

In pursuance of special instructions, the 
Clerk made a report upon the village real estate 
assessment, showing the total assessed valua- 
tion of realty, also the aggregate assessment of 
each separate voting precinct. This has been 
done with a view to extending the appropriation 
for village improvements in each precinct as 
nearly proportionate to the amount of tax paid 
us practicabie. From the report it appears that 
the total assessed value of realty in the village 
is $1,169,019, exclusive of railroad lands, amount- 
ing, ou estimate, to $100,000. 

At the special election held on Saturday, on 
call of the School Trustees of the township, the 
proposition submitted providing for the con- 
struction of a suitable school building was car- 
ried with but little opposition; also the proposi- 
tiou to authorize the Trustees to issue bonds to 
limit of I per cent to meet the cost.

A few, 
were for Montrose, Grayland, and Irving Park 
but more against, so that the question of a 
site is relewated to the Trustees, who will doubt- 
leas receive any and all proposals and will act 
upon the same and submit the same to a vote 
of the people or not, as the law may direct. 
The school district embraces the Village of 
Jefferson and a part of Norwood Park. The 
percentage of tax now authorized will furnish a 
sum of about $15,000 with which to construct a 
building.

A London dispatch said the depression in Brit- 
ish funds was in consequence of the anxiety in 
England regarding Egyptian afaira. Military 


preparations are actively going on, and 18,000 | 


men are preparing as an expeditionary force. 
One effect of a European war would be to de- 
press all securities at first, but after that the ef- 
fect would be to stimulate our exports of all 
kinds. 

The sterling exchange market was depressed 
by large offerings of bankers’ bills, as well as by 
an increased supply of security and commercial 
bills. Actual rates in New York were 485}4@46 
for long and 488@488% for short. Cables were 
freely offered at 48844 and 489, and 2 — 
bills at 484 and 4544. 

It was reported that $1,250,000 gold bars is 
going to Europe on Wednesday to supply Ital- 
ian account, leaving an estimated amount still 
unsettied of $4,000,000 to $5,000,000. 

Kiernan reported that Gould and Vanderbilt 
were satisfied with the crop prospects. Gould 
is said to have statistics showing an assured 
yield sufficient to largely increase the earnings 
in the Southwestern roads. 

Foreign Dankers, Kiernan says, report a bet- 
ter feeling abroad toward American securities, 
and a disposition to trade despite the Egyptian 
outlook.

The company 
will finish this year about 350 miles of branch 
lines, making 1,400 mileg in operation. Railroad 
men call attention to the fact that the Lake 


Shore lowered grades and straightened curves 


last year to an extent which will enable the 
company to do business more cheaply this fall 
than ever before. The property is understood 
to be in almost perfect condition. 

St. Paul earnings for the third week in June, 
1882, were $563,000, against $390,504 for the last 
year, a decrease of $27,594. 

Windsor, gossip reports Cammack as saying 
that Vanderbilt had probably bought 50,000 Lake 
Shore since his return from Europe, and the 
latter was a crazy bull on the property. Under 
these circumstances Cammack said that he was 
not short of the market, although be was not a 
bull on the situation.

The leading produce markets were active and 
excited yesterday, ata higher range of prices.

The continued storms have been very 
bad for grain, the washouts on the railroads di- 
minished receipts both of hogs and breadstuffs, 
and all this comes upon stocks reduced 
to very near the minimum point. Just upon 
this came a soupoon of war in the old worid, 
which of itself would have amounted to little, 
butasa “last straw’ weighed several tons. 
The country was well represented on the buying 
side for corn, Oats, and pork, while local shorts 
caught the scare and bought largely. The re- 
sult was a jump in prices such asis not often 
witnessed—that is, on such an extensive scale. 
Not only did all advance here, but they achieved 
much higher prices in other cities. The foreign 
crop prospects are fur {rom satisfactory. The 
markets were generally easier in the afternoon, 
except that meats were stronger. Grain re 
ceded with news of clearing weather in the 
West.

During 
the past few days the demand bas steadily im- 
proved and the prevalent feeling is tirmer. 
Sugars are moving actively. In dried and 
eanned fruits there is continued activity and 
prices display positive strength. Fish are also 
moving freely and are firmly held. No marked 
changes were noted in prices of dairy products. 
Trading in butter was active, while Cheese was 
under neglect. The changes in oil were con- 
fined to lc advance in lard. Coal and pig iron 
remained dull. 

In green fruit stra® berries were plenty and 
lower by 50c per case than on Saturday. Other 
berries were unchanged. Apples also were 
easier, selling at $2.50@3.50 per bri for Tennes- 
sees. Eggs wete steady at le per doz. 
Metals and tinners’ ware are in good demand 
and firm, the scarcity of nails still causing con- 
siderable embarrassment to the trade. The 
hide trade shows little change from the condi- 
tion of last week, orders being light and prices 
steady.

We hac had a dry, cold May, which bas been suc- 
ceeded by a still colder une, though the short- 
lived sunshine and the warm showers that 
greeted us at the beginning of the month did 
meud matters to some extent. Dur the last 
few days, however, we have had both floods and 
frosts, and are suffering from a combination of 
evils which do not often come together. lu the 

Midland counties the rivers have overflowed 
their banks, doing severe injury to the standing 
grass, and with stiil worse effects upon the 
mown. In the North the cold has been 
intense, and in the neighborbood of Winder- 
mere the bill tops are covered with snow. 
The change in the weather must have bad a 
more or less mischievous effect on growing 
crops of every kind, and bave retarded the re- 
covery of the foliage. . we have as yet no 
reports to this effect; and possibly, if some real 
summer weather is voucbsafed tousas we ap- 
proacn the fourth week in June, the gardever 
and the farmer will find they have not so much 
togrumble at. Still, there is unquestionably 
some cause for anxiety. The hopes which were 
excited in March have been partially disap- 
pointed, and the only question is how far that 
disappointment will extend. We dave been 30 
accustomed of late years to surmises and proph- 
ecies of plenty, and autumnal returns of sevarci- 
ty, that we are in no humor to be 
sanguine. Nevertheless, iooking at the 
weneral condition of the crope as a whole, there 
is this year some reason for anticipating a really 
good harvest. What we have to fear is ub - 
sence of sun. When a fertile soil and sufficient 
moisture bave done their rt in producing a 
rich undergrowth, the sun has ite own duty to 
perfcrm iu ripening the seed; and of late years 
the want of sun bas been more remarkabie even 
than the frequency of rain or the prevalence of 
cold. Considered in its effect on human beings, 
there are few things in the world more depress- 
ing than a sunless summer. Sunshiae seems 
necessary to animal bealth as well as to vegeta- 
bie life; and, whatever else may bappen, it is 
devoutly to be wished that we are not to have 
another two months of dull-leaden skies such 
as we have experienced but too frequently of 
late in July and August.

BOB INGERSOLL'S MINE, 


Which Up to This Time Has Not Proved 
a Bonanza to Those Whe Invested. 
Boston Herald. 

The re is nothing more interesting in Washing- 
ton just now than the affairs of the Ivanhoe 
Mine, and I may as well tell you aboutit. The 
Ivanhoe Mille is Bob Ingersoli's mine. That is, 
Robert is the heaviest owner in it ai present, 
and it begins to look as if he were the heaviest 
loser in it also. The principal movers were In- 
gersoll and a firm of lawyers, Haibert E. Payne 
& Grafton, and Senator Plumb, of Kansas. A 
Washington banking firm was also interested. 
The property is saidto have cost $60,000, and 
therefore the shares of stock cost the original 


* 


; holders and issuers thereof 30 cents apiece! The 


company was formed about a year and a half 
ago, and soon after it was formed the most ae- 
tounding stories of the wealth of the mine be- 
gan to circulate allover Washington. I forget 
bow many millions of dollars’ worth of ore were 


always in sight in the mine. Nohe of it was 
ever taken out, but it was stated to be there, 
and a good many honest people got to believe 
that it was there. . 

After awhile the able originators of the mine 
began to let some of their friends into this good 
and beautiful thing at the rate of about $3 a 
share. There seemed to be quite a demand for 
it at this figure, and consequently the price was 
advanced to $5 a share, ana then the demand for 
it increased. The company held a meeting and 
set apart a quantity of stock at $5.a share, to be 
used to deveiop the mine. The reports of fresh 
millions of ore heaving in sight as the explorers 
advanced rapidly underneath the surtace con- 
tinued to arrive in Washington, and some of the 
originators of the mine put faith in them. Mr. 
Ingersoll himself became convinced that the 
mine was sucha bonanza that he thought ita 
great pity that the company’s stock shonid wo olf 
at the low rate of $5ashare. So be went and 
put all the money he could rake and scrape into 
it. and his friends generally did the same. One 
88 I know, who bad nothing but bis 

aith in Ingersoll to guide him; invested 888.00 
in the stock at #& and F a share. Somchow 
there seemed to be a good deal of stock floating 
about, and after a While it begun to sink a little, 
and then it sank a good deal, and last week 1 
heard of a fellow buymg 1,000 shares at lo cents 
a share. Ingersoll has paid something over 
$50,000 for what he could now buy for about 
$2,000. He is able to bear the loss, because he 
can get $1,000 a night whenever he chooses to 
lecture in Chicago, New York, or Boston; but 
some of the other sufferers are not as well abie 
to bearit; in fact, the Ivanhoe Mine has blown a 
sort of simoon of poverty over Washington. 

There was a regular craze about the stock last 
year, and people who bad not much ready money 
even mortgaged their houses to buy itat 85 ua 
share. The secret of the little affair was, of 
course, that while Ingersoll and bis friends were

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PERSONAL PROPERTY. 
The Assessors’ Labors Show an 
Increase in Its Value. 


Over a Few Hundred Dollars. 


Assessor Sokup Will Not Relinqulsh the 
* Appralse ment 


Of the West Side Railway and the Mo- 
‘ Cormick Reaper- Works. 


West Side Assessment. 

Supervisor Moore, Assessor Sokup, and Town- 
Clerk Foley met at the West Town office yester- 
day morning for the purpose of receiving the 
complaints of those who might consider thém- 
selves overassessed and of listening to-the sug- 
westions of any who might consider that their 
neighbors’ taxable property bad been under- 
valued. It was anticipated that an army of 
“kickers” would be on hand, but com paratively 
few appeared. There are some of the chronic 
grumbiers among them, but not so many as 
usual, and it may reasonably be assumed that 
the assessmrnt has been fairly and honestly 
made. 

The first complainant represented A. J. Mc- 
Bean, a contractor for city work. He stated 
that the assessment of $2,500 on the yard on 
Stewart avenue was too high. An engine and 
_boiler, which formed the most valuable part of 


the plant there stored, was bought for $1,400 on 
May 23. The matter was referred to the As- 
sessor for further investigation. 

E. H. Curtis, a wholesale grocer, residing at 
No. 451 West Washington street, objectedto his 
$300 personal assessment on the ground that he 
was living in a bouse which he had rented fur- 
nished from Charles Hopkinson. He also ob- 
jected to a similar assessment made on his 
daughter, Mrs. W. H. Adams, who occupies a 
couple of rooms in Dr. De Wolf's house, No. 43¥ 
West Washington street. Both cases went over 
for investigation. > 

Weddei & Co., dealers in CGa¥riages and bug- 
gies at Nos. 31 and 33 Canal street. thought an 
assessment of $2,000 too high, They claimed to 
carry a stock worth not more than $1,800, con- 
sisting of ten cheap buggies and fifteen to twen- 
ty wagons. These served as samples, and goods 
wheu needed were brought from the factory. 
Finally they agreed to bring in a schedule of 
their taxable property and the case was passed. 

W. L. Shepard, of No. 55 North Peoria street, 
insurance broker, claimed to have paid twice as 
mucd last yearas he had scheduled for, and 
wanted to let off altogether. The books did 
not bear out his clafin, and he was told to go to 
the County Clerk’s office for the return. F. J. 
Gilmour, a plumber at No. 753 West Madison 
street, was made bappy by the reduction of his 
assesament from $150 to $100. 

Next in order came Bernbard Stein, who in his 
own name and of J. Stein & Son runs two 
liquor-stores on West Madison street, which had 
each been assessed at $200. He claimed that, al- 
though one of the.piaces was of showy appear- 
ance, there was nothing in it,and that his stock 
of liquor was not worth $100 altogether. The 
Assessor said the cases had been specially inves- 
tigated, and 
THE ASSESSMENTS WERE VERY MODERATE. 
Stein declared volubly that the whisky barrels 
and fancy bottles with which his piace was 

acked were all empty, and that he has not two 

arreis of whisky altogther. He was givon a 
schedule, which he filled up for $225, to cover 
both places, and this he swore to, although the 
Deputy-Assessor who examined the place de- 
clared that it was far below the mark. 

The assessment of George C. Rosbrook, livery 
stablekeeper, No. 602 West Lake street, was re- 
duced from $400 to $200, ou the ground that he 
had but little stock on May 1. He expressed 
himself satisued with the reduction. therein 
differing from the majority of the complainers. 

James McGrath was not pleased with the 8400 
assessment on his two-stury frame building on 
Wrisht street, near Jefferson, and declared that 
it was situated in the worst iocality on the West 
Side, for which utterance his neighbors may 
hold him responsible. But as he thought the 
despised house in the bad neighborhood micht 
be worth $1,200," his claim for a reduction was 
not allowed. f 

One of the least justifiable kicks of the 
day was that made by a representative of I. 
Miller, a Milwaukee. brewer doing business at 
No. 16 West Obio street. The assessment this 
year was $1,400, against $720 the preceding year. 
Seven borses and wagons are used to de'iver the 
beer, whichis brought from Milwaukee each 
day as required. The claim was made that no 
stock was kept on band, but the Assessor 
wanted to know about the outstanding accounts 
on the books, and the brewer's man weakened. 
Then Sokup said that he would accept any 
schedule the brewer would swear to. and the 
latter went sorrowfully away. for his conscience, 
although it allowed him to try his persuasive 
eloquence on the offici would not permit him 
to swear to an undersi schedule. 

The others were but small fish. Ed French, 
No. 695 West Monroe street, did not want to pay 
on a $400 assessment, and thought $150 would be 
about the square thing. e, there was a piano 
im the house, but it belonged toa boarder. The 
case was sent back to the Assessor. J. A. Peo- 
pies & Co., No. 28 South Canal street, thought 
$3,000 too much fer their stock of machinery, 
come aur inventoried $2,840. John Mullin owns 


some rbie-front property on Lake street, near 
Union Park, put he considered $3.220 too much 
for the house and the lots. F. A. Walsh. palut- 
can manufacturer, Canal and Washington 
streets, said he had been overassed in 188), and 
eught to be let off now. All these cases were 
heid for investigation. 

A Polish Jew named Lavinsky, who keepe a 
junk store on South Canal street, got a reduc- 
tion from $300 to $200, and wasn't satisfied then. 
C. H. Waterhouse, 777 Washington street. said 
bis assessment of $200 was all wrong. The furni- 
ture in the house all belonged to the boarders, 
and he had notbing. His name was stricken 
from the docket. The final case was an applica- 
tion on behalf of E. Hess, proprietor of an ele- 
vator and malt-house on Carroll avenue, for a 
reduction of his assessment below $8,000. it was 
stated that the eleyator only cost $6,000, and the 
mult- house $5,000, but the board could hardly 
believe it, and the Assessor will make a rein- 
spection. Some of ‘the larger manufacturers 
have been grumbling as usual. but none of them 
are likely to cOme out in public with statements 
which might hurt their business. | 

THE WEST SIDE RAILWAY COMPANY

* personal property of ü street-railroad 
company, including its track, horses, cars, wag- 
ons. tools, etc., shall be assessed in the town 
where its principal place of business is located. 
It is expressiy provided that the track shall be 
listed and assessed in the town where it is lo- 
cated or laid—Kev. Stat., Chap. 120, Secs. 7, 15, 32. 

“ The only business of the West Division Kail- 
way Company is to carry passengers to, through, 
and from the West Town. It exists for no other 
purpose; its only business is done in the West 
Town. Hence the personal property of the said 
railway company can Only be listed and assessed 
for taxing in said West Town. S. M. Moonkx.“ 

The furegoing opinion bas been forwarded ta 
Mr. J. R. Jones, of the railway company. Mr. 
Sokup also forwarded to Mr. Jones and to the 
McCormick. Reaper Company, who had made 
similiar threats, the following communication: 

I am informed you propose to make a returh 
to the South Town Assessor of the property of 
your company in the West Town.

THE COUNCIL. 


Recular Meeting Last Evening—Law- 
ler’s Resolution on Guiteau’s Execu- 


tion. 

The Council held a regular weekly meeting 
last evening, Ald. Shorey in the chair, and ail 
the members present except Cullerton and 
Hirsch. * 

Ald. Wickersham presented an ordinance au- 
thorizing the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad to put up two telegraph wires on exist- 
ing poles in sundry streets on the North Side. 

It was sent to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys, North Division. 

Ald. Lawler introduced an ordinance prohibit- 
ing circus or menagerie processions in the 
streets, and imposing a fine of $200 for vioia- 
tion. 

It went to the Committee on Judiciary. 

The same Alderman presented a resolution 
directing the ciosing of the various departinents 
at the hour of the execution of Guiteau Friday, 
and recommending that all citizens repair to 
their places of worship and pray chat no such 
calamity as that of the shooting of President 
Garfield may ever befall the Republic again. 

Motions were made to refer to the Committee 
on Local Assessments and Committee on Police. 

Ald. Lawler moved to suspend the rules in 
order to put the resolution on its passage. 

The motion was lost—yeas, 2—Foss and Law- 
ler—nays, 27. 

The document was placed on file. 

Ald. Bond offered a resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Harbors and Bridges, 
increasing the salary of Harbormaster Carey to 
$1,250 a year, he being at present the “six- 
months’ man.” 

The Committee on Local Assessments recom- 
mended that the matter of assessments be re- 
ferred to the Controller, with authority to em- 
ploy one or more experts in tax matters to 
make a thorough investigation and report 
retzult to the Council. Concurred in. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, West 
Division, recommended the plac ou file of 
the ordinance granting the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy authority to run under present 
Twelfth street viaduct upon condition that the 
company erect and maintain a proper. viaduct 
at that point. 

After wasting an hour in discussion a moon 
to pass the ordinance was last, and the report 
was deterred. 

Ald. Geohegan submitted an order requesting 
the Controller to purchase a lot in the vicinity 
of the Chicago Avenue Police Station tor the 
erection of a police alarm station. 

Ald, Blair said an appropriation had been 
made for alot and building, and the Controller 
was negotiating forasite and would secure it 
within a month. 

The order was amenced so as to require a re- 
port of reasons why within thirty days and then
